THE BEECHER EXPLOSION. 

Theodore Tilton's statement of the relations 
heretofore existing between his wife and the 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher is at last given to the 
world, and is so much worse than anybody had 
anticipated that it can best be characterized in 
the words of Hamlet: 

Such an act 

That blurs the grace and blush of modesty 5 

Oalls virtue hypocrite ; takes off the rose 

From the fair forehead of an innocent love 

And sets a blister there; makes marriage vows 

As false as dicers’ cath, O, such a deed 

As trom the body of contraction plucks 

The very soul ; and sweet religion makes 

A rhapsody of words: Heaven’s face doth glow } 

Yea this solidity and compound mass 

With tristful vision as against the doom, 

Is thought-sick at the act, 


Reduced to the cold form of prose, Mr. Tilton 
charges, and supports bis charge with a most 
formidable array of documentary and other 
proof, that Mr. Beecher, in the year 1868, de- 
liberately seduced his wife, Elizabeth R. Tilten, 
and maintained criminal relations with her for 
the period of some two years, until the act was 
discovered by Tilton and confessed by Mrs. Tilton 
and afterwards by Beecher himself; that Mr. 
Tilton, to shield his own family, condoned the 
offense, and absented himself from Plymouth 
Church; that Mr. Beecher wrote a letter to be 
shown to Tilton expressing the utmost appre- 
hension that he (Tilton) would not keep the 
secret, and revealing a state of utter despair on 
his own part, saying that the effort to maintain 
an outward appearance of serenity while 
accusations were multiplying sgainst him, 
was destroying his life, and that death 
would be the most welcome of friends 
to him; that nevertheless Beecher allowed Til- 
ton to suffer under the imputation of a slander- 
er, a liar, and a dog, causing him to be loaded 
with public opprobrium and social ostracism ; 
that further, he conspired with Mrs. Elizabeth 
R. Tilton, his wife, to complete his ruin by 
perjury, and subornation of perjury; 
that finally Mra. Tilton broke down under 
the stings of a guilty conscience, and 
confessed that the testimony she gave the other 
day before the Investigating Committee was 
false, and that it was given at the instance of 
Mr. Beecher's lawyer, in order to save the cause 
of religion (!), and finally that nothing could 
have prevailed upon him (Tilton) to make this 
statement except Mr. Beecher's public challenge 
of the truth of his letter to Dr. Bacon, by call- 
ing for an investigation. 

Such is the substance of Mr. Tilton's sworn 
statement. It bears the impress of truth, and is 
fortified by a chain of circumstances which tally 
with each other and with what has gone before. 
Of course it is only one side of the story. The 
other remains to be told, and it will be only bare 
justice to wait till the other side is heard. Mr. 
Beecher bias been a long time in coming to the 
point, but he can wait no longer. If he con- 
fesses the substantial truth of Tilton's charges, 
he thereby acknowledges that be lied when he 
published his general denial last June, and that 
| be has been a hypocrite anda scoundrel these 
many years, for Mr. Tilton's statement requires us

DEFAULTING RAILWAYS, 

There is a busy time just now among lawyers, 
courts, and juries in the way of foreclosing rail- 
way mortgages. Something over three hundred 
millions of American railway bonds have gone to 
protest on their interest coupons, and the holders, 
at first shivering with alarm at not receiving 
their expected income, and then wrathful at 
what they deemed the dishonesty of the borrow- 
ers, have beguy now, for the first time, to ex- 
amine their legal remedies, and to inquire into 
the nature and value of the assets which consti- 
tute their security. In some cases they find 
curious provisions in the mortgages, preventing 
them from takiug any steps to realize until the 
expiration of one, two, or three years 
after default—also providing that no 
foreclosure shall take place except on 


petition of a majority of all the bond- 


holders—and other cunning devices which 
really put the lenders in worse plight than they 
would be at common law. In still other cases 
they find that the Trustees under the mortgages 
are loth to perform their duty, thus raising the 
presumption that they are acting in the interest 
of the mortgagors rather than of the mort- 
gagees. It is found in a few instances that the 
money borrowed to prosecute or complete a cer- 
tain road was diverted to some other road with 
the connivance of the Trustees, and ‘that bonds 
said to be payable in gold are really payable only 
in currency. Various other forms of swindling 
have been developed, but for the most part the 
non-interest-paying railroads have resorted to 
no tricks, either before or after the default. 
Most of them, it is true, were built on the Credit 
Mobilier plan, but that was well known to the 
lenders, or might have been known to them. 
Hence they have nobody to blame but them- 
selves on that score. 

The holders of these three hundred and odd 
millions of defaulted bonds are mainly inhab- 
itants of the United States, Germany, and En- 
gland, and the ratio of their several holdings is 
probably in the order in which they are here set 
down. It is commonly supposed that Germany 
is the greatest sufferer, but a few facts will serve 
to show that this is not the case. All the North- 
ern Pacific bonds were taken in this country, ex- 
cept a mere handful which were taken in Canada 
and England. Nearly all the new railways in 
Michigan were built by New England capital. 
Boston and its suburbs are carrying from thirty 
to fifty millions of protested bonds. Several 
Eastern broken-down railways, like the New 
Haven, Middletown 4 Willimantic, the Oswego 
Midland, the Canada Southern, and the Chesa- 
peake 4 Obio, were mainly constructed with 
money obtained in this country, and * great 
shoal of s.cond-mortgage bonds were sold at 
home after the first mortgages had been taken 
in Germany or Engiand. 

The effect upom American credit of this enor- 
mous failure to meet obligations is disastrous. 
The good and the bad suffer alike in foreign 
markets. Even those securities which have reg- 
ularly met their interest have suffered a heavy 
decline. Germany is full of American railway 
bonds bought at 85 to 95 cents (gold) which can 
be bought back at 25 to 40, with the hearty 
thanks of the present holders to anybody who 
will take them at those prices. As for negotiat- 
ing new loans there, you might as well attempt 
to sell lava on the summit of Vesuvius. Not 
only ia the market for railway securities de- 
stroyed, but the ordinary real estate mortgage, 
the highest form of security next to Government

bled out of everything except Governments. Can 
anything be done to re-establish our credit ? 

Of course, the upbuilding, in any case, must be 
slow. The first thing to be done is to give the 
bondholders promptly all the rights stipulated 
for in the contracts under which their money 
was borrowed. This is the work of the courts, 
and there is every probability that it will be hon- 
estly performed. Where foreclosures are de- 
manded, they should be granted without un- 
necessary delay; and where fraud is shown, it 
should be exposed and punished to the fullest 
extent. If the administration of law in this 
country is shown to be prompt and certain, and 
if the properties mortgaged are handed over to 
the mortgagees as fast as lawfully demanded, we 
shall not only achieve self-respect and the 
respect of other peoples, but we shall also begin 
to rebuild our abroad, for these 
defaulting railways are for the most part worth 
what the bonds call for, and will pay a fair rate 
of interest in the course of five years, together 
with interest for the time they have been in do- 
fault. Some of them are utterly hopeless, not 
worth operating expenses, but there are only a 
few in this category. The great majority are 
merely ahead of time, and time will bring them 
out. Meanwhile the bondholders can take what 
they bargained for—that is, the property which 
their money has called into being.

THIRD-TERM POLITICS SOUTHWARD. 

There are daily additions to the list of white 
politicians in the South who have been induced 
by some means to declare in favor of the third 
election of Gen. Grant to the Presidency. The 
first of these was Gov. Kemper, of Virginia, 
who seems to have half committed himself 
to the Third Term. Now, ex-Gov. Hebert, 
of Louisiana, who is a representative of 
the native-born white population of the (South, 
expresses the opinion that the South stands 
greatly in need of defense against the legis- 
lation and Governments forced upon her 
of late years, and he looks to Gen. Grant more 
than to any other man for that relief. He ex- 
presses the opinion that if the Presidential eleo- 
tion were to take place the present year, and 
Gen. Grant was running as an independent can- 
didate, he would beat the candidates of both the 
great parties in the South. 

The Washington Kepublican publishes a letter 
from another Conservative leader in Virginia, in 
which the objections to a Third Term are com- 
bated. He denies that Washington made a 
second term the limit of the office, because in 
his farewell address Washington distinctly stated 
that, if the condition of public affairs demanded 
it, he would not hesitate to accept a third eleo- 
tion. This writer states that it was Thomas 
Jefferson who originated the two-term limita- 
tion. The writer adds: Loet us turn from 
the false and pernicious philosophy of Jefferson 
and adopt the older aud wiser school of Wash- 
ington and the Constitution, that the people 
may and ought to elect President Grant for a 
Third Term if the public interest demands it.” 
He thinks the public interests do demand it. 

Judge C. A. Lochrane, ex-Chief-Juatice of 
Georgia, though disclaiming any party afiilia- 
tions, has written a letter accepting membership 
in the Grant Club of Atlanta, Ga., on the under- 
standing that the Club has for ita object tne 
election of President Grant for a Third Term. 
He declares that the election of Thurman or 
Hendricks would be no affirmance of the princi- 
ples of Southern Democracy. He believes the 
President is opposed to the Civil-Rights bill now 
before Congress, and, feeling assured of his 
strength and statesmanship, and agreeing with 
him on the financial situation, and on the dispo- 
sition which has marked his course in the recog- 
nition of State rights,“ he warmly espouses the 
President's re-election as easential to the future 
prosperity of the South.

THE KATY CURRAN MURDER. 

The boy Pomeroy, just arrested, who mur- 
dered Katy Curran in South Boston, Mass., some 
time ago, and then cut her body into pieces with 
a knife, ia, apparently, an exceptional criminal. 
Two years since he was examined on charges of 
having mutilated little boys in Chelsea and East 
Boston. It was proven that he had mutilated 
them, and when asked why, his answer was, that 
be dida’t know; that be couldn't help it; that 
he had to do it. His own account of how he 
murdered Katy Curran is very circumstantial ; 
but affords no evidence of any motive tocommit 
the crime, except the pure desire to mur- 
der. That he could distinguish between 
right and wrong may be, perhaps, ques- 
tioned; but there is no doubt that the act 
left a very vivid impression on him, and 
that he knew it was deserving of punishment. 
It is four months since the juvenile criminal 
took the life of the little girl, but when arrested 


he remembered the day and even the hour dis- 


| tinctly, as well as the attendant circumstances. 


He could tell where she @ood when he put his 


her mouth, while, with his right, he cut her 
throat. He remembered also the direction in 
which her face wasturned at the time. And 
when the act was done he knew as 
well as the saness of men that he 
had committed a crime, Whether he 
felt any sting of conscience or not, we have 
no means of ascertaining; but the fact that he 
endeavored to conceal the body under stones 
and ashes proves that he bad the fear of the law 
before his eyes. 

How to deal with criminals of this class is 
® question of no small moment. Physicians 
who have familiarized themselves with the 
varied nature of mental disease will see in 
Pomeroy’s case one of homicidal insanity, 
It seems to bo very well established that there is 
what Pinel called the manie sans delire,—literally, 
mania or mental disease unaccompanied by de- 
lirium or delusion, and that homicidal mono- 
mania is one form of it. This monomanis is 
found in patients or criminals not subject to any 
other form of mental derangement. Ac- 
cording to Maudsley, the testimony of 
those who have made insanity a practi- 
cal study is unanimous as to the existence of 
irresistible homicidal impulse. The idea that 
such a tendency does exist in certain minds has 
been scouted by well-meaning moralists; but 
that the ground of their rejection of it is entire- 
ly a priori is sufficient reason why their objeo- 
tions should be passed over in silence. Num- 
berless instances might be brought forward 
to illustrate the nature of the homici- 


tion here from the fact that it is in many 
points similar to that of Pomeroy. The · Alton 
murderer” was a clerk in the office of a solicitor 
at Alton, Hampshire, England. He took a walk 
children playing on the road.

In his diary was found a memo- 
randum: Killed a little girl; it was fine and 
hot.“ He was adjudged guilty, condemned to 
death, and executed. The tion in this case, 
as in the case of Pomeroy, is, as Maudsley says, 
whether the impulse was really irresistible or only 
unresisted. Both are possible. The impulse 
may be irresistible. It may, too, be resisted ; 
but even here there is, probably, some degree of 
insanity, where no motive for the deed can be 
discovered. Our legislation has not yet taken 
account sufficiently of this insane homi- 
cidal impulse, The principles of medical 
science work their way but slowly into 
our jurisprudence. Pomeroy’s legal guilt will 
turn on the question of his sanity or insanity, 
Modern writers on the subject of mental de- 
rangement cry out for mercy to such criminals 
as Pomeroy. It is not easy to see what mercy 
can be extended to them. Whether sane or in- 
gane, they are equally dangerous to 80 
ciety; and, if not imprisoned for life 
in a States Prison, they must be in 6 
lunatic asylum. We may not call them 
criminals, and yet to a very great extent they 
must be treated as criminals. Criminals like 
Pomeroy are still hanged in England. It may 
well be doubted whether this is right, so long as 
it is not known whether they are really criminala 
at all. A careful investigation into Pomeroy’s 
idiosyncrasies will be of great advantage to 
the science of medical jurisprudence. Shouid 
he be found sane—which is hardly possible— 
hanging is too good for him. If insane, his 
place is a lunatic asylum for life or till cured, if 
cure be possible. It is to be hoped that if ac- 
quitted on the plea of insanity he will not be, 
as other murderers have been again, let loose 
upon society, in due time to find, kill, and make 
mince-meat of another Katy Curran. Sane or 
insane, he should be isolated from his kind. 


THE NORTHWESTERN RAILROAD. 
Mr. H. V. Poor, author of the “ Railway 


Manual,” bas published, in the New York Tren- 
ing Post, a letter nominally on the Wisconsin 
imbroglio and really on the Northwestern Rail- 
road, which he selects as a type of its class. 
His position is substantially as follows: 

The complaints of both parties to the contro- 
versy are based on fact. The charges on West- 
ern railways are very high. The roads cannot, 
however, cut them down and pay interest and 
dividends. The Northwestern charges, during 
the last year, were, for freight, 2.47 cents per 
ton per mile, and for passengers, 3.16 cents per 
mile. The corresponding figures on other roads 
were as follows; Erie, 1.50, 2.20; New York 
Central, 1.57, 2; Pennsylvania, 1.50, 2.48. 80 
the Western charges are high. They must, 
however, be high if interest and dividends 
are to be paid, because so much of ‘the 
capital invested has been sunk. The North- 
westerp operates about 2,000 miles of road. 
is not probable that more than one-half of this 
mileage pays anything over running expeuses.” 
This half must, therefore, be made to yield suf- 
ficient net profit to pay the imterest on the capi- 
tal invested in it and the capital sunk in the 
other half. If the Northwestern had only the 
productive mileage to care for, it would fix its 
rates as low as those of the Eastern lines. To 
carry the thousand miles of dead weight, that 
has cost from $30,000,000 to $40,000,000, it has 
to charge fully one-third more.” 
branches have been leased with apparent 
recklessness. The Winona 4 . Peter 
Railroad was leased when it was 100 
miles from the nearest rail on the 
Northwestern. This branch has cost 10, 
604,878. Its net earnings for 1873 were $142,407, 
or less than 1½ per cent on the cost! For such 
folly, the preferred stockbolders are respongible. 
They control the election of the Directors, and 
hence can rightly be called to account for the 
misdeeds of these agents. The case is different 


with the bondholders. The State, having al- 


lowed the corporation to issue bonds, “ is bound 


to take no step which shall in any way imperil 


the validity or value of the bonds.” The rates 
it decrees by law must be sufficient to pay the 
interest on the bonds. ‘No possible injustice 
ean be done by levying such rates; the people 
are not compelled to use the road; they are 
none the worse off for its construction, if they 
do not use it.” But the State can rightly 
fix the rates so low that no wasted 
capital shall receive interest. The stockholders 
will suffer, but it will be a lesson to them not to 
appoint incompetent or corrupt agents hereafter. 
The conclusion of the whole matter is that the 
State is bound to allow the Northwestern to make, 
exclusive of its running * expenses, $3,600,000, 
gold, per year, since this amount is needed to 
pay the interest. Beyond this, the equities 
that may arrise are the proper subjects of leg- 
ialative action.” 

Mr. Poor is an anthority on railroad matters. 
His opinions will always be heard with respect. 
In this case, however, bis views of the account- 
ability of stockholders seem unduly severe.

R. W. Burkhardt, a surveyor in Albany Coun- 
ty, Wyo. Ter., saw three bands of Indians near 
Laramie Peak, while he- was out prospecting. 
He was fired at by one of these bands, and re- 
turned the fire as well as he could, wounding 
one Indian, and then succeeded in his 
escape to Laramie City, and, on the 4th of July, 
reported the facts to Col. Brackett, at Fort 


Sanders.

situated directiy ou the line of the Union Pacifico 
Railroad, and captured eight head of stock be- 
longing to some immigrants who were encamped 
half a mile from the Fort.

Chicago has been visited by another large con- 
flagration, this time right in the heart of its 
magnificent business centre, and a ices of nearly 
three-quarters of a million dollars of property is 
entailed, including the total destruction of s 
splendid edifice and the partial damage of two 

others. The south end of the massive and pa- 
latial Booksellers’ Row, on the east side of State 
street, between Washington and Madison, has 
guécumwed to the fierey element, and for a time 
the flames bid fair to work destruction on one of 


tte finest blocks in the land, if not on the ele- 


gant rows of buildings on the opposite sides of 
State, Madison and Washington Streets and 
Wabash avenue. , 

THE TELEGRAPH TARDY THIS TIME. 

The monster came at the early hour of 4 
o'clock this morning, stealing like a thief in the 
night and breaking out with great and sudden 

fury. The flames were first seen by Officer Mo- 
Shane, of Pinkerton's police, who was walking 
in front of Giles Bros. & Co's. great jewelry 
store, Nos. 121 and 123 State street, adjoining 
‘thé Boyce building on the northeast corner of 
Madison, and they burst out from the front 
windows of the top or fifth floor in great vol- 
ume. He ran to the corner of State and Ran- 
dolph streets and gave the signal, but for some 
reason, at present unexplained, the belle 
did not ring, nor did they give the alarm 
when box 14, at Dearborn and Washington 
streets, was turned in by Sergeant McDonough, 
of Pinkerton's force. Officer Mead, of the reg- 
ular police, finally succeeded in getting an 
alarm from box 19, corner Wabash avenue and 
Madison street. In the meantime, but twenty 
minutes after the fire broke out, at about 4:35, 
engine No. 13, stationed at Dearborn and Lake 
streets, answered before hearing the gong. in 
their house. By this time the magnificent 
structure, of five stories in height and 148 by 
50 feet, was enveloped in a dense ‘mass of flame 
and smoke, which shot upward and outward 
m heavy volumes. The puny efforts at first 
made were rendered herculeap in effect as soon 
as the Fire Marsbal reached the scene, which 
Was in a yery few minntes after the bells rung. 
He gave’ a second and s third alarm, and 
called ont eighteen engines and tneir anziliaries. 
Heavy streams of ter were soon poured into 
burning pile, and on the surrounding prop- 
erty. The heat wad intense, and warped and 
cracked the glass iu the stores on the opposite 
side of the street,—a hundred feet distant.

Ow- 
ing to the absence of Mr. Hollister no estimate 
of the loss could be given, nor amount of 
insurance. The damage will probably 
reach at least $150,000. 

The same firm occupied the floors of No. 117 
and 119, over Jansen, McClurg & Co.'s book- 
store, cut no great damage resulted. The fire 
did not communicate with this building. 

The last-named firm suffered no damage to 
their immense book stock. 

Hollister & Co. employed 100 hands in the 
burned building. Their business will saffer 
only temporary interruption. 

Richards, Shaw & Winslow occupy the Boyce 
Building, on the corner of State and Madison. 
Their stock was damagod to the extent of $40,- 
000 by water. The building was damaged 
about $10,000 worth.

THE RAILROADS. 
RAILROAD ACCIDE 
During the month of June the following 
accidents have occurred on C roads: . 


On the morning of the 4th, about 40 
near Naperville, III., on the Chicago, Burling- 


‘ton & Quincy Railroad, an extra train, east- 


bound, ran into the rear of a regular freight, do- 
molishing several cars, and damaging badly the 
striking engine, whose tender telescoped with 
the car behind it. There was a dense fog at the 
time; but the primary cause of the accident is 
reported to have been neglect to put out proper 
signals on the regular train, which had 42 
by an accident. Its rear brakeman was sent back 
with torpedoes, but only went back a short dis- 
tance, feariug to lose his train. 

On the nig unt of the 7th, between Lee and 
Stewart, III., on the 2 9 & Iowa Railroad, a 
freight-train was wrec ata place where the 
road-bed had been washed away in a great storm, 
aod a car loaded with wheat into a stream of 
water. On clearing away the wreck the bodies 
of two young men were found in the car. 

On the afternoon of the 9tb, nine empty cara 
of a train on the Chicago & Northwestecn Rail- 
road were thrown from the track at the curve on 
the long trestle near Winona, Minn. 

On the morning . 10th, 13 miles south of 
Burlington, on @ Quincy 4 Burlington 
branch of the Chicago, Burlington & Quiacy 
Railroad, a small wooden bridge broke under a 
passenger train, which was running at the rate 
of 25 miles an hour, The rear tender- wheels went 
off, and the rest of the train—one coach and a 
baggage and mail car—feil into the stream. A 
rail rau nearly half its length through the bottom 
of the coach, and injured two passengers danger- 
ougly. It is reported that the ends of the bridge 
timber were badly rotted. 

On the morning of the 10th, a freight-train on 


the Winova cur-off of the Chicago & Nortusest- 


ern Railroad ditehed seren cars while trying to 
make a flying switch at Lytles, Wis. 

Very early on the morning of the 17th, « 
frieght train on the Michigan Central was thrown 
from the track at the bridge over Ronleau creek, 
near Dearborn, Mich., where two rails had been 
removed fiom the track, and the engine and 
fourieen cars were wrecked, injuring the ongine- 
man. It is believed that the persons who re- 
moved the rails had intended to wreck the At- 
jantic express, not knowing that the freight was 
due first. 

On the night of the 18th, just north of Ottawa, 
III., on the Fox River Branch of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad, as a freight-train 
was passing over trestle-work, the engine: and 
six cars having passed safely, six cars went over 
at a switch, and blocked the road seven hours. 

Very early ou the morning of the 19th four 
cars of a west-bound freight-train on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad were thrown 
from the track by a defective switch on alow 
trestle near Ottawa, 1U., and badly wrecked. 

On the night of the 2d. two sieeping-coaches 
of an express-train on the Chicago & Alton Road 
were thrown from the track, near Chatham, III., 
by a broken frog, 

A freight-train of the Michigan Southern Rail- 
road, going east, ran over a man who was lying 
on the track, at about 1 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, cutting off both his legs.
